Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 26-33 and 36-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the method of 
manufacturing an animal chew of independent claim 26 defines over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious 
providing a base material and a preheated binder and forming a mixture, wherein said 
mixture has a first selected moisture level "x"; (b) introducing and further mixing said 
mixture in a screw conveyor wherein the temperature of the mixture in the screw 
conveyor is maintained at a temperature of at or below about 200° F and a shear rate at 
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or below 104 (sec-1) and said moisture level is reduced to a second moisture level 
wherein the second moisture level <x; (c)introducing the product of step (b) on to rollers 
which form a sheet and wherein said rollers provide cooling; (d) introducing the product 
of step (c) into a cooled chamber at a selected temperature; (e) cutting said product of 
step (d) into a desired shape.
